bling The Kentucky Kimberlite Diamond Muling Company was 
formed in 1913 to explore the region but the First World War halted 
the operation since much of the capital was from England. Not only 
is imberhte found at the site of the extinct volcano, but garnets, 
opals, sapphires and all sorts ofsecorydcousins of diamonds have been 
picked up in quantities. On sunny days the hillsides sparkle with 
semi-precious atones. The diamond mine is accessible by modem 
roads from three directions.

Core Drills Being 
U*ed Bv Firm That 
Plans Wide Testing 

A group of geologists and at¬ 
torneys of Eastern Kentucky will 
thoroughly explore the peridotite 
dikes in eastern Elliott county 
where a formation exists similar 
to that in Johannesburg, South 
Africa, where the world famous 
Kimberly diamonds are mined 
Exploration of the peridotite 
dikes will be by core-drilling and 
already one hole has been sunk 
to a -lopth of 392 feet 

Core drilling of the peridotite 
dikes commenced five weeks ago 
The group conducting the ex¬ 
ploration is composed of Circuit 
Judge John A Keck of Sandy 
Hook; Coleman Hunter ecologist 
tor the Kentucky A West Vir¬ 
ginia Gas Corporation; Woodson 
Diamond of Somerset, a geologist 
and driller who owns the core- 
drilling machinery; Attys. Thomas 
and Jack Phipps of Ashland, and 
C E. Bowling of Somerset. 

Site »f the drilling is on Ham¬ 
ilton Branch near Stephens and 
about a quarter of a mile from 


| the site where the Kentucky 
Kimberlite Diamond Mining Co. 
started operations in 1910 The 
1910 exploration was halted by 
the first World War and lack of 
finance The present drilling is 
just over the hill from Iacn 
Creek where another group sank 
a shaft to a depth of 72 feet in 
the 1890’s. Digging then was by 
hand, and workers stopped their 
digging after hearing rumblings 
in the earth. 

Present operation is on a 400- 
acre tract leased from the heirs 
of Samuel Sellers of Baltimore, 
Md. Sellers’ father, Matthew Sel¬ 
lers of Baltimore, purchased the 
land in the 1880's shortly after 
the first geological survey of the 
region was released. 

Judge Keck obtained the lease 
| on the 400-acre Sellers tract a 
i few months ago, and interested 
others in the possibilities. 

The peridotite dikes on Ison 
I Creek and Hamilton Branch have 
i long interested geologists and 
prospectors. The dikes are de¬ 
scribed by geologists to be of a 
formation exactly like those in 
the Kimberly diamond mining

Kentucky's rabbit and quail 
hunters will literally get their 
first shots at their favorite tar¬ 
get on Saturday, Nov. 19, with 
indications of good supplies of 
Doth rabbits and quail in the 
fields. Already waterfowl hunt¬ 
ers are seeking out the ducks and 
geese and with the opening of 
the rabbit, quail and ruifad grouse 
season Kentucky's hunting pic¬ 
ture will be complete.

local taxes within a county, 
equalization could not be achiev¬ 
ed since the poorer counties would 
continue t*. have inadequate 
school buildings while the richer 
counties would have adequate 
buildings. He said additional 
school buildings should be pro¬ 
vided for on a state-wide basis 
and pointed to the present state 
school equalization fund and the 
state 2-cent gasoline tax f c r 
building rural roads as well es¬ 
tablished precedents for this pro¬ 
posal, rather than asking coun¬ 
ties to vote more local taxes. 

The legislators then were asked 
if they would favor a plan to let 
counties vote additional loc 1 
revenue. All three legislators said 
they would oppose such a pro¬ 
posal. 

Supt. Stewart said the state 
should establish a state school 
building fund, noting that some 
counties could not finance buii 1- 
»„w si awic Duituiiis-. 

When it was pointed out that 
a federal bill to aid education 
would be introduced in Congre«s 
in January providing for build¬ 
ing more class rooms to be pa‘d 
for by the federal and state gov¬ 
ernments on a 50-90 basis, each 
legislator said he Would vote . j 
establish a state fund to match 
federal money Senator Kelley 
however, qualified his statement 
by adding "if state money i- 
available." 

Each legislator on the pane 
said he was fully in favor of 
placing the Minimum Foundation 
Program in effect, and Rep Wells 
said “if there is not sufficient 
state funds I am in favor of a 
special session of the legislature 
to pass a tax measure to finance 
it.” However, he said he did not 
have any partiAilar type of ta> 
ir. mind. 

Regarding a tax. Senator Bach 
said, "I don’t know how we can 
enact more taxes and uphold the 
campaign pledges of both candi¬ 
dates for Governor. What would 
be the use to pass an extra tax if 
the Governor is pledged to veto 
it?” he asked. 

Senator Kelley said the word

area of South Africa. They were 
caused by molten lava forced up 
from the bowels of the earth by 
a volcano which only partis 
erupted Three such dikes are 
ahown on geological maps. 

Members of the new firm said 
ibis week they planned to drill a 
■umber of holes on each dike or 
the Sellers tract. They said they 
plan to thoroughly explore the 
peculiar minerals in the dikes. 

All cores from the drilling are 
toeing preserved. Samples from 
the cores are being sent to an as¬ 
say laboratory in the East for 
complete analysis. 

A second core-drilling machine 
will be brought into Elliott coun¬ 
ty in a few days to commence 
drilling a second hole.

The following description of 
the diamond exploration project 
in Elliott was published in Sun¬ 
day's Courier-Journal 4pd was 
written by Gerald Griffin, man¬ 
ager of the paper’s Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky Bureau.

SANDY HOOK. Ky.. Nov. 12— 
Perhaps there's no gold in them 
thar hills. The hills around here, 
that is. 

But there’s a good chance that 
there’s something even more val¬ 
uable—such as diamonds. 

Already minute particles, ap¬ 
parently diamonds, have been 
brought to the surface. And so 
have many small red stones said 
to be garnets. 

And, strangely enough, the 
name of the geologist in charge 
of the core-drilling operation is 
Diamond. Woodson Diamond, he 

is. 

The drilling for gems is in El¬ 
liott County, financed by people 
there, including Circuit Judge 
John Keck, former State high¬ 
way commissioner. 

Down 300 Feet 

Now down to about 300 feet, the 
drillers think they may have 
something. At least they have 
some evidence. 

The place where they are drill¬ 
ing looks as if it might be the 
crater of an extinct volcano. It 
is a saucer-shape valley rimmed 
all around with hills. And there's 
Kimberlite there. That’s the geo¬ 
logical structure in which dia¬ 
monds occur. 

Possibilities of this gem-bearing 
area have been known for more 
than half a century, but it never 
has been exploited, never drilled. 

Here is what the geologist, who 
is living in a trailer at the drill¬ 
ing, has to say about it: 

“So far as is known at present, 
the only occurrence of Kimber¬ 
lite outside of the southern por¬ 
tion of Africa is in Elliott County, 
East Kentucky.

Similarity 'Remarkable' 

"In the region lying between 
Ison’s and Creechs Creek is an 
area in which Kimberlite, identi¬ 
cal with that contained in the 
South African ’pipes,’ has been 
discovered. In both the general 
mass, as well as the accessory 
material and foreign inclusions 
there is the most remarkable sim¬ 
ilarity with the South African 
Kimberlite. So much so that it is 
impossible to distinguish the Ken¬ 
tucky mineral from that of the 
South African ’pipes.’ Not only 
are similar minerals to be found 
therein but they occur in a dis¬ 
tinctly similar manner. 

“Every special characteristic of 
the South African minerals can bo 
duplicated abundantly in the Ken¬ 
tucky Kimberlite.” 

Continuing his report on ’The 
Kentucky Kimberlite Pipes,” the 

“The garnets, ilminite, olivine, 
diopside and mica occur in the 
same form, and show the distinct 
kelyphite rings so characteristic 
of the South African occurrences 
The included masses of foreign 
rocks are similar in composition 
and form. 

“The weathering of the mineral 
is the same and the crater-like 
mode of occurrence of the pipes 
is identical.” 

A11 of this seems to indicate 
that Elliott County might come 
up with its own Kimberley dia¬ 
mond field. 

And here’s something else the 
geologist reported: 

“From personal examination of 
the concurrence of Kimberlite in 
the area described in Kentucky, 
the writer has no hesitation in 
stating that the mineral matter 
filling the craters near Ison’s 
Creek is identical in every detail 
with that occurring in the ‘pipes’ 
of South Africa. And further, 
that the craters are similar in 
structure and contain the same 
accessory minerals and included 
! masses as those in which dia¬ 
monds are found so abundantly 
in the Kimberley and Pretoria 
Districts (in Africa). 

“So far,” Diamond reported, 
“there is only legendary evidence 
of the occurrence of diamonds in 
this spot (Elliott County), yet the 
fact must not be overlooked that 
though the Transvaal possesses 
the richest diamond mine in the 
world, for over 35 years the exis¬ 
tence of diamonds in the Trans¬ 
vaal was as legendary as that of 
the Kentucky diamonds at pres¬ 
ent.” 

Great Skill Shown 

The geologist went on to report: 

'That this should have occur¬ 
red in a country where thousands 
of prospectors all keen on the 
discovery of a diamond mine, 
were pursuing their investigations 
with great skill and patience 
demonstrates that it is quite pos¬ 
sible that payable diamond mines 
may exist in Elliott County, Ken¬ 


tucky, where probably no single 
resident is sufficiently acquainted 
with '.he occurrence or character¬ 
istic of a diamond to enable him 
to identify a stone which he might 
pick up.” 

In 1903, the Kimberlite out¬ 
cropping in Elliott County at¬ 
tracted the attention of David 
Draper, a geologist from the South 
African diamond fields 

After investigating the Ken¬ 
tucky Kimberlite occurrences, the 
Johannesburg geologist concluded: 

‘I have not come across a more 
favorable locality for cheap work¬ 
ing and in which an immense 
quantity of decomposed mineral 
j could be mined and treated in 
order to test its value as a dia- 
I mond producer.” 

Finally, he wrote: 

“I may be allowed to state that 
a similar occurrence of Kimber¬ 
lite had dis::-. crju in Scath 
Africa, no expense would have 
been spared in order to prove 
the existence of diamonds in pay¬ 
able quantities. 

"No one can say definitely that 
diamonds will be found in pay¬ 
able quantities in the Kentucky 
Kimberlite, but my opinion is 
that this occurrence of mineral, 
identical to that contained in the 
South African diamond-bearing 
pipes is worthy of an exhaustive 
test and I hereby recommend it 
to the favorable consideration of 
the public of the United States of 
America." 

It has been 52 years since Da¬ 
vid Draper made his report and 
only now are people getting 
around to find out for certain if 
there’s diamonds in them thar 
hills. 

Prof. P. C Emrath, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Engineering, investigated the El¬ 
liott County site in 1941 and re¬ 
ported: 

“No conclusive evidence exists 
as to either the presence or en¬ 
tire absence of diamonds in the 
occurrence. 

“The presence, in portions of 
the occurrence, of garnet and 
olivine of economic value is a 
known fact. 

“Evidence of the presence of 
chromite has been established, 
but not to any useful degree ir. 
an economic sense." 

“Some exploration and working 
on the site has been carried on in 
previous years, but usfully com¬ 
plete records of all this work, 
particularly the results of work¬ 
ing, do not now exist. A volume 
of folklore and legend has grown 
up about the circumstances that 
is misleading and erroneous, for 
the most part.”
